The MacLeod Gazette says: The 
editor of this paper is now in a po- 
sition to add his personal testimony 
tothe fact that the existence of 
crude petroleum in the mountains 
near Macleod is a solid fact. The 
oil comes to the surface in several 
places in fairly large quantities, and 
itis as absolutely certain as any- 
thing can be that, throughout the 
entire length of the valley in which 
the vil appears, boring will reveal 
large quantities of the valuable 
fluid. A good many claims have 
been staked out and surveyed, and 
that is now required is capital to 
open up and develop what we be- 
heve will soon become one of the 
most valuable oil regions in the 
world, While the valley in which 
the oi) has been found is well in 
among the mountains, there will not 
be the slightest difieulty in getting 
the crude article down to the prai- 
rie. A stream runs the wholedength 
of the valley, and out onto the 
plains, $0 that a pipe line along its 
course would be a comparatively 
simple matter, It is probable that 
steps will be taken to enlist capi- 
tal for the development of these oil 
fields, and there is not much doubt 
that such eapital can be obtained 
without much difficulty. The im-
